Wiell Tve been pondering and pondering on 
ways to make my future financial postion 
■ more solvent. 

With predictions that utility bills will 
double by 1985 staring me in the face, I'm 
trying to figure out how my husband and I 
are going to be able to afford to live in our big 
old house during the January of.I985.

Our 
gas bill that month was in the $300 area and if

We could heat 
that with the oven door open but they now 
claim that that's unsafe, besides my oven 
hasn't worked in four years and the high 
utility bills have made it impossible for us to 
buyanewonO.

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• And I have to have some heat in the 
bedroom since my blood stops flowing when I 
sleep. I've tried sleeping like those other cold 
blooded animals, vampire bats, but gravity 
keeps pulling nie down from the ceiling. 
. Blankets are fine, but I still haven't lear- 
ned to sleep with my head buried in them and 
I wake up with a clogged head and a frozen 
nose when I sleep in "healthy" frigidity. 

Of course we could build a fire in our 
livin'groom fireplace but our insurance com- 
pany might look askance at that plan since 
it's not the real thing. 

My microwave works, but not when the 
door^s open, and besides radiation burns are 
not the ideal way of staying warm. 

In my case, shutting off the lights and 
using candles would probably also prove 
more costly than utililizing the electricity 
since my propensity for falling asleep and 
my aging eyes make living' in candelight 
about as dangerous as building that fire.

Aniwers Unfortunately, not much I Infection-fighting antibiotics 
' given -to children when prjmory or secondary teeth are forming 
in the gums combine with calcium and are quickly incorporated 
in the dentine, the bonelike core of the tooth directly below the 
enamel. This shows through the thin enamel, and produces o 
sfain— tints of grey, yellovy, brown or black. These antibiotics, 
primarily tetracyclines, hove many different trade names, 

There is no simple treatment for teeth discolored in this way, but 
researchers are working on finding one. External bleaching has 
been used;. it works fairly well with teeth discolored from other 
causes, and does help the yellow and brown tetracycline stains. 
The grey and black stains resist bleaching. Also, stains 
sometimes return. Plastic materials bonded to the teeth have 
helped to mask discoloration, but the coating wears off and 
must be reapplied. Capping can be done for those over age 21, 
but this is a drastic treatment.
